It is the demonstration that 
the house and senate can keep with- 
in the budget estimates laid down by 
the director of the budget after con- 
ference" with the president and 'the 
cabinet.

Despite the extraordinary- pressure 


for appropriations and the historic in- 
clination of congress to spend money 
lavishly.. the record shows that con- 
gress is permitting the country • to 
live within its income. Credit for the 
budget system may be disputed be- 
tween Democrates and the Republi- 
cans- For *he budget idea was first 
brought to the White House for sig-' 
nature in the form of law during the 
Wilson administration only to be ve- 
toed because of a constitutional dif- 
ficulty which was removed by con- 
press itself under the next adminis- 
tration. Irrespective of where the 
credit for the authorship of the bud- 
get system belongs, the mort Impor- 
tant-Tact which stands out is that 
congress has accepted the method and 
is actually applying it with 100 pnr 
cent efficiency. Many budgets may be 
proposed but the true test is whether 
they are actually executed. 


ECONOMY BIG ASSET 


When all the tumult and the shout- 


ing of the political warfare of the 
past session is over and the politic- 
nlly-minded look for the sources of 
Mr". Coolidgc's 
strength ft will be 


found that on fiscal affairs—the re- 
pression of extravagance and the re- 
duction of taxation—a big job has 
been done the beneficial impression of 
which is not easily erased by ephenv 
eral mistakes of strategy on the less- 
cr questions of politics.

Whooping cough becomes less contagious,after 
he whoop develops, and as a rule the disease is 
no longer contagious or communicable after the 
:ourth week of illness. 


If the public were reasonably well instructed in 


hygiene no isolation or "quarantine" would be nee- 
•ssary for whooping cough. It would suffice to re- 
luire the patient to wear a yellow band on the left 
sleeve labelled "whooping cough" or some similar 
badge to give fair warning to the public and to 
prevent any sneaking tactics on the part of ignor- 
ant or vicious parents, such as taking the patient 
o the movies.

Answer—A wen is a cyst or closed sac, most 


commonly in the skin of the scalp, formed by oc- 
clusion of the opening of a sebaceous (oil) duct. 
The entire sac must be removed, or most of it, to 
prevent reaccumulation of the sebaceous 
matter. 


!f the wen has not been inflamed or infected this 
is usually-a simple procedure, done with the aid of 
a local anesthetic. It is a mistake to puncture or 
incise a. wen unless-the presence of inflammation or 
infection demands it: It is a greater mistake to ap- 
ply salvo or other external remedies in the vain 
hope of remedying such a condition. Nothing but 
surgery will avail.

Structure Is Largest Ever 
Built 


Philadelphia—C4>)—A dream of one 


hundred years came true when Pen- 
nsylvania and - New Jersey 
joined 


hands 
in dedicating- and 
formally 


opening to traffic the greatest sus- 
pensiqu^bridge in the world. 


Since the early days of the nine- 


teenth, century the 
inhabitants of 


Southern Kew Jersey' and of Phila- 
delphia urged a bridge across the 
historic Delaware, but a disinclination 
to go to the great expense 
blocked the project. And it was left 
to a decade when constructions costs 
were never higher to put through the 
plan and building the great structure. 


As it stands, ^the bridge cost $37.- 


196.071. Thirteen workmen lost their 
lives during its construction. 


It is the only public bridge over 


the 
Delaware between Philadelphia 


and the sea, one hundred miles dis- 
tant. 
The span between the main 


piers is 17SO feet, the longest of its 
kind in the world, 
and the length 


of the whole^structurc from Sixth and 
Race streets. Philadelphia, to Sixth 
and Penn streets. Camden. is 9,570 
feet, or one and three quarter miles. 
The bridge at Montreal. Canada, is 50 
feet longer, but it is of the cantilever 
type.' 


60C-0 VEHICLES AN HOUR 


The new bridge has a width of 125 


feet. It is wide enough to accommo- 
date six lines of vehicles and four 
lines of trolleys or high speed transit 
cars. "It also has two footwalks for 
pedestrains each ten feet wide, erect- 
ed above the roadway on cither side 
of the 
structure. 
Engineers have 


figured that the bridge wilKaccom 
modate 6.000 vehicles an hour out- 
side the four tracks for trolley or 
high speed transit.

bridge across the East river was one 
of the wonders of the world. Its span 
is 1596 feet and its cables are 
inches' in diameter.

The two great cables from which 


the Delware river bridge is suspended 
present a story in themselves. Each 
contains 18,666 wires of two-tenths of 
an inch in thickness.
